NOTES FROM GERMANY. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


|  -LETPSIO, 11TH SEPTEMBER, 1881. 
In contivuing and concluding my account of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Conference at Borlin, I am now in a position to slate that the veteran Editor of 


the Allgemeine Zeitung des Judenthums in the number just issued takes the samo 


view as I have done of Plath’s speech, and cxpresses himself about it in almost 
identical terms. Ile remarks, however, that the Conference is not an authorita- 
tive or representative body of the Prnssian clergy, but that the presence at it of 
Kleist von Retzow, a leader of the Conrervative party, our bitterest enemies, 
shows what we have to expect in the coming session of the Imperial Parliament, 
the elections for which are now fixed for October 27. They will doubtless move 
for what they express in their resolution mecationed below, and the tenor of 
which was preluded in Plath’s speech, viz , a restriction of our emancipation, or, 
as he called it, a reduction thereof from an absolute to a relative one, The 
speaker who followed Plath was Paron von Tlammerstein, who said: “ If Herr 
von Dillinger sees in the want of Christian love of the neighbour the -principal 
factor of the Jew question, and, on the other hand, a certain class of anti Semites 
give expression to their hatred by the smashing of window panes, it is necessary 
to remind the audience that not the individual Jew, but Judaism (/¢ , the Jewish 
body) as such is to become the object towards which we have to take up onr 
position, I decidedly repudiate the imputation which would Jay the late deplor- 
able outrages at the-door of the Conservatives and Orthodox. In tho Jew- 


-guestion the Christians want to assert their right of self preservation, and in 


this reapect it has both its religious and national aspect. © The influence of 
Judaism is calculated to endanger the religious and moral foundation of our 
nation, for both the orthodox and reformed Jews are determined not only to 
preserve their national antl religious peculiarity, bat to claim) superiority 
thercin.” The speaker here quoted from Geiger and Lord Beaconsfield.  “ It, 
therefore,’ he continued, “ becomes necessary for us to defend tothe best of our 
power the German character and the Christian relizion.’? (Applause). 

Von Kleist Retzow then followed and said : ‘The Jew-qnestion has been 
discussed in the mildest form by the Court Chaplain Sticker, and the resnlt of 
his speeches has been to bring home to the consciousness of even the lowest 
strata of our population the danger of disintegration with which we are menaced 
by our admitting a foreign people into spheres from which procecds the further 
development of our national and political | fe. But the late occurrences threaten 
to give the movement a wrong direciion and to iuiperil its good right. Such. 
barbarism must be repudiated with horror and indignation, and we must not 
forget that we are called upon faithfully to carry on our missionary labours 


among the Jews (Bravo!) It is oxing to the apostasy of the German people 


from Christianity that a foreign nation has been able to gain such power amt'st 


us, and the people must be appealed to to recollect its Christian character. ‘l'he— 


Committee therefore propose the following resolution :

It is also stated that the matter was farther discussed at an interview held a’ 
few days ago between the Emperor and Prince Bismarck This interference in 
high quarters cannot but be displeasiog to the Imperial Chancellor who continues 
to send his thanks for the telegrams forwarded to him from anti-Jewish students’ 
associations. Only recently the charge was pnblicly hurled at the head of Dr, 
Sticker that he carried on his agitation with the connivance of the head of the 
Government. On the other hand, the Post of Berlin defends Prince Bismarck 
in a somewhat lame argument from the attacks made on his policy with regard 
tothe Jewish question. | | | 

In referring to the election excitement in Germany the Daily News says: 
In the Grand Duchy of Posen the Poles hope great things from the disunion of 
the Germans, and great things also from the indignant Jewish electors, Onthe 
other hand the Conservatives are endeavouring to use the anti-Semitic ngitation 
as a means of pleasing the Social Democrat party, while the Roman Catholic 
Press perseveres in its opposition to the changes contemplated by the Chancellor 
A Reuter’s telegram states that a considerable amount of attention has 
been drawn to an article inthe Grenzboten —a paper which is supposed to be the 
exponent of Prince Bismarck’s views—tn which the writer, who describes himself 
as-a German living abroad, speaks in terms of unqualified praise of the Imperial — 
Chancellor’s policy, and then enters upon a vehement attack upon the Jews, 
The reproach against Prince Bismarck that he is “going to Canossa ”’ 
is raised, the writer maintains, simply and solely by the Jewish journalists, or 
by those who ard imbued with Jewish ideas. After a gereral attack upon the 
_ Jews, the article severely criticizes the policy of Dr. Falk, the former Minister 
of Public Worship, of whom it is remarked that althongh he may bea good 
jurist, he has none of the qualities of a statesman, Finally approval is expressed 
of the anti-Semitic agitation, for which the Jews and their friends, who them- 
selves brought the original dispute before the public notice, are declared to be 
sulely respousi! le. 
> A quarrel took place a few weeks ago at a restaurant in Cologne, in conse- 
quence of a Christ‘an phetegrapher, who Lappened to be present, having defended 
a Jew who had been grossly insulted and thrown out of a restaurant.

- In April, 1876, when the Spanish Constitution waa being disenased in the 
| Cortes, the Board of Deputies presented a mémorial to His Majesty Don Alfonso 
XII y asking that Jews might be permitted to settle in Spain and to profess and 
to practice their religion therein, that His Majesty and tte Cortes would accord 


to them in the Constitution, in common with fis Majesty’s subjects of other. 


denominations, perfect freedom of worship and the full rghta of Spanish citizens, 
a policy which it was believed would enhance the splendour of His Majesty’s 
reigp, and would promote the material prosperity of the Kingdom. — 

The eleventh Clause of the constitution proposed to enact that ‘ the 
Catholic Apostolic Rowan religion is the religion of the State. The nation 
undertakes to maintain its worship and its ministers No one shall be molested 
or persecuted on Spanish soil for his political opinions, nor for his particolar 
form of worship so long as he keeps within the bounds of Christian morality ; 


hut no other ceremonies Aid no other public manifestations than those of the religi On | 


of the State shall be permitted.” 


The obscure and ambiguous language of the Clause disappointed the hopes 


of the Board, and alarmed the Liberal party in Spain. One of the leaders of 
that party, Romero Ortez, proposed an amendinent authorizing the public and 
private exercise of every form ot worship whoss religion was within the 
universal rules of morality and tight. ‘Lhe object of this amendment was simply 


to give clear expression to the principle of liberty of worship professedly con- | 
ceded by the Government, and the fact that the leader of a party deemed it | 


necessary to move such an amendment, is safficient to prove that the eleventh 
Clause did not,in the opinion of those best able to judge, afford satisfactory guaran- 
tees for freedom of worship The amendment, however, was rejected by 100 votes 
to 33 After a debate which occupied 14 days, the eleventh Ariicls was carried 
in the above forin by a majority of 220 to 85, and so it remains. As most of your 
readers are doubtless aware, some harsh interpretations have frou time to time 
been put on the new Jaw. It is most gratifying to learn from Senor Don Sagasta’s 
letter that whatever may be the letter of the law, our coreligionists, in celebrating 
Divine Worship, need have no cause for apprehension, Uet us hope that the 
liber al policy of the present Ministry, as enunciated by Senor Don Sagasta’s com- 


mun cation, may be regarded as an authoritative and final interpretation of the — 


eleventh Clause of the Constitution. An amendment of that Clause in the spirit of 
Sagasta’s letter would have been far more satisfactory, but this would have been 
too much to expect. It may fairly be hoped that when the Jews have settled 
in goodly numbers in the Spanish Peninsular, the Spanish people will be +0 
pleased with this addition to their national strength and resources, that they 
will never dream of returning to a policy of intolerance. 


Whilst I hope I have made it clear to your readers that the Board of 


Deputies was fully justified in the doubts it expressed until the Governmeut 
had indicated its policy, it must be acknowledged that Mr. Haim Gnedalla 
deserves well of the community for his philantbropic and persistent efferts in 
the cause of Religious Liberty in Spain.

This king was very despotic in his early 
reign, until Baydaba the great [odian philosopher dared to bring to his notice 
his evil actions which he, the king, repentel- of after different events bad taken 
place and he made Bay daba one of his chief alvisers. <A short time afterwards 
the king asked Baydaba-to compose a book for him, similar to those possessed 
by his forefathers, and after the lapse of one year, the work was finished and was 
called © Kalila wa Dimna.’ ‘The only favour that Baydaba asked in recognition 
of his work was that the book should be kept ia safe custody, which was 
granted him, but after a long interval the Persians succeeded in copying it. 
The particulars [ have mentioned are taken fromthe preface of a baok of Kalila 
and Dimna in Arabic row in my possession. 

It is very surprising to find in the book in question many phrases which 
coincide both in meaving and expression with those written in our sacred books.

THE JEWS IN SMYRNA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. { 

It seems as ifthe unfortunate island of Chios has not yet seen the last of 
its earthquakes. In fact a second disaster occurred there on the 26th of Angust, 


been seized with the desire defiaitely to quit the island. A violent shock, the 
rebound of which was felt at Smyrna, has overthrown afresh the places which 


| suffered so greatly in April last. The town and tho villages on the island, ag 


on the littoral, have sustained severe damages ; the new houses which were in 
course of construction have fallen in, and, largo nambers of animals have beea 
killed. Nearly 2,000 workmen, chiefly foreign masons, have returned to their 
own countries, and numerous familios are seeking shelter. in less inhospitable 
localitice. Some Jews from Chios arrived this week in Smyrna, determined 
no longer to expose their lives to a danger as frequent as it is unexpected, 
How willit all end? God alone knows. Weare face to face with a phenomenon. 


‘which science has not yet succeeded in clearly explaining, still less to foresee it

1 refer to the re-organisation of the Turkish finances, a 
subject which bas been taken in hand by the English and French bondholders. 
According to latest reports from Constantinople, the mission of the two delegates 
of the Bondholders nuw in that city is likely to be crowned with success. The 
friends of Turkey wi!l rejoice at such a result, since it would inaugurate an cra 
of prosperity and of adininistrative honesty for the Oitoman Empire. |

It is a fortunate fact that just as the change in the aathion of teaching 
Hebrew becomes necessary, Hebrew grammar in the hands of eminent 
scholars has been transformed in precisely the required direction, During 
the past twenty years a number of learned Orientalists, among whom may 
be mentioned the names of Luzzatro, Ousnausen, Noupexe, Lanp, 
Srapg, and Konto, have simply revolutionized Hebrew grammar by the 


application of the comparative method. They have discovered the laws on 


which the changes of vowels—the soul of a Semitic language—depend, and 


have traced every anomaly to its source by a comparison of the kindred 
tongues, especially Arabic and Syriac. The seience of Hebrew grammar, 
which had remained almost stationary since the times of Davin iment, 


has advanced within the Jast two decades by lea ps and bounds, and the time 


has now comethat the results that have become familiar to scholars should be’ 


adapted to the purposes of education.

The chief mourner was the son of the deceased, a Sub-Lieutenant 
of Artillery at Fontainebleau. In the cortége were seen Generals Larencon and 
Mangin, all the euperior officers in Paris, the officera of the 130th Regiment 
from Dreux, a deputation of the 124th from Chartrea, and an immense number 
ot friends of the late Colonel Moch. At the Montmartre Cemetery, tho Licut.- 
Colonel of the 130th, in the name of the Generals present, in the name of the 
regiment, and inthe name of the army, paid a last tribute to his departed 
chief in an cloquent address wherein he depicted the military life of him who 
is now no more. The Grand Rabbi of Paris spoke of the man in private life, 
and of his love for his religion. Then amidst solemn silence, the entire regi- 
ment, preceded by its band, defiled past the bier, which was almost hidden from 
sight by the wreaths with which it was covered. Tho religious service, 
properly called, was conducted by M le Rabbin Lazard. Let me observe, in’ 
conclusion, that M. Moch was a son-in-law and nephew of the Chief Rabbi of 

Giessen (Germany). | |
